Outlook on Hog 
Prices Better 


The outlook for hog prices dur­ 
ing the next few months and for 
the next hog m arketing year ap­ 
pears improved because of infor­ 
mation recently released by the 
Departm ent of Agriculture. 
The Ctop Reporting Board re­ 
cently stated that the num ber of 
nogs 6 months old or older on 
farms, June 1, 1940, was 13 per 
cent greater than a 
year 
ago. 
Since the 1939 fall pig crop was 
18 per cent greater than that oi 
1938. this means that the fall pig 
has moved to m arket earlier this 
year than it did in 1939. This fact 
was 
already 
apparent 
from 
slaughter reports as pointed out 
ir. the May issue. In that issue, 
it was estim ated that federally- 
inspected slaughter for the four 
months from June through Sep­ 
tem ber would not exceed 14 mill­ 
ion head which agrees with con­ 
clusions based on the Board esti­ 
mates. 
Since 
June 
inspected 
slaughter 
was 
about 
3,900,000 
head, 22 per cent above that of 
Tunc, 1939, slaughter from July 
through September should not ex­

Law violation by the beer retailer, even as "favors” to customers, puts 
him in dinger of losing his license which not only brings an end to his 
business but destroys the jobs of those who work for him. 
Therefore, do not ask your retailer to break the following Missouri law s 
controlling the retail sale of beer: 


1. 54b beer must not be sold to an intoxicated person. 


3. 5% beer must not be sold to persons under 21 years of age. 


3. 5% beer must not be sold after the hours prescribed by sute law' or 
municipal ordinances, nor on Sundays. 


4. Spirituous or vinous liquor must not be sold on premises licensed only 
for beer retailing. 


5 . Boisterous or disorderly conduct must not be petmitted where beer 
is sold. 


The vast majority of Missouri beer rsuilers, as good citizens, respect and 
obey these laws. Don’t ask them to change their clean, decently operated 
places into "honky-tonks” by requesting them to "wink at the law.”
